On 
Sunday laf Te Dewm wa: f{uog here, in Thankf- 
giving for the reduction of Gaera, in the Prefence 
of Cardinal Pignatelli our Archbithop, and of Count 
Martinitz, who finding himfelt pretty free from bis 
Indifpofition west abroad that Day the fir 
Time. On Occafion of this Solemnity, at which 
all the Nobility, Generals, and fuperiou: Courts af- 
fitted, a treble Salvo of Artiliery was made. The 
fame Day a Letter from the Emperour was read, in 
Anfwer to one written by the City to defice the Em- 
prefs Dowager might be fent to Govern this King- 
dom; ard ‘tis hop’d that Requeft wiil be granced. 
Yefterday General Count Vhaun went wish a nu- 
mercus Attendance tothe Chappel cf the Lreafury, 
where he caus’d all the Colours and Standards taken 
from the Garrifen of Gaeta tobe hungup. In that 
Place were found 1c9 Pieces of Cannon, to Mor- 
tars, 450 Barrels of Mufquet balls, 106000 Cannon 
Bullets, 5530 Grenadoes,5oo Bombs, and 2500 Bar- 
rels cf Powder, with Provifions in Proportion, As 
alin goooro Crowns in Money. We begin to feel 
a Scarcity of Corn and other Provifions here, which 
is occafion’d by the Galleys and Privateers of Sicily 
and fome French Capers, who interrupt our Com- 
merce by Sea with Calabria and Apulia: And there- 
fere the Means of Subduing thar Ifland are, under 
Deliberation. General Thaun bas actually com- 
manded his Officers to hold themfelves ready to em- 
ba:k abour the middle of nex: Month, for: that Ex- 
‘pedition; and agreat Number of Tartans are al- 
teady taken up, totranfporcthe Troops that are to 
be employ'd init. Tis faid the Defign is to go di- 
rectly to Palermo, 
Prom the Amft. and Leid. Gazette, dated Nov. 25. 
Naples, Nov. 1. A Tattan arriv’d from Barcelona 
has brought General Count Thaun a Commitlion to 
exercife provifionally (till the arrival of the Emprefs 
Dowager) the Office of Viceroy, in the Room of 
Count Martinitz, who continuing to find his Health 
impair'd by the Air of this Climate, fet ouc to Day 
for Rome, thence ro proceed to the Court of Vienna. 
Norwithftanding all the Care taken of the Wounds 
of M, de Vanbonne, General of the Imperial Horfe, 
he is dead of them, and is generally lamented. The 
Duke of Atri is at Afccli, and intends to go from 
thence to Rome, having fix Months time allow’d 
him to refolve whether to acknowledge King Charles 
er nor. The Imperial Troops are gone into Winter 
Quarters,and very few remain here. Count Thaun 
has caus’d the Officers and Minifters taken in Gaeta 
to be carry’d to Pefcara. Our Archbifhop re- 
claim’d Don Gio Torres Secretary to the Duke of 
~ Efcalona, alledging that he is a Prieft ; and on the 
Refufal made him, the Pope’s Nuncio went in Per- 


fon to Count Thaun to follicir his Enlargement :. 


But bis Excellency anfwer'd him, that he would deal 
with him as the D.of Efcaiona’s Secretary ; and that 
if he was what a Prieft ought to be, he would ne- 
ver have corcer’d in the Death of fo many innocent 


People: And thereupon he is fent to Pefcara. The. 


Nuncio interceded likewife on Thurfday laft, for 
the Duke of Efcalona, the Duke of Bifaccia, and 
the Prince of Cellamare, who are Prifoners in the Ca- 
ftie of St. Elmo ; Buche was anfwer'd, that they 
fhould be treated in the fame manner as Don Jofeph 
Capece and Don Charles de Sangro were in 1701. 
[They mere bebeaded. ] The Fees of all the Lords 
of this Kingdom who have not taken the Oaths to 
the Government, are about to be Confifcated ; And 
that of Roffana, belonging to the Prince Borghefe, 
is already expos'd to Sale.

A Tartan that fail'd from hence for Barcelona, ha- 
ving on board a Coach of admirable Workimarthip 
and § exceilent Horles, for the King, has been 
forc’d co return hither, baving fuffer’d Damage by 
Storm in the Heighi of Gaera.

Rome, O&. 15. The Negociation that was fer on 
foct for terminating the between Difference thisCourt 
and theAmbaffador of Venice,is come to nothing, The 
Ambailador had receiv’d Order from the Republick, 
to accept what was at tirft offer’d him by a Perfon 
who came tohim at Spoicto with a Credential Ler- 
ter from Don Oraziv Albani. Buc being inform’d, 
that the faid Perfon had been difown’d, as having 
gone beyond his Powers, the Ambaffador went from 
Aifile to Venice. 

From the Amft. and Leid. Gaz. dated Nov. 18, 

Rome, Oc. 29. The Dake of TurGs and feveral 
of his Officers are come hither from Genoa and keep 
incognito: Which makes it conjectur’d, that his 


Squadron of Galleys is in our Seas, and waic for 


fome Men of War from Toulon, in order to go and 
fuccour Sicily. To prevent the Diforder that had 
like to have happen’d laft Year at the Church of 
St. Charles al Corfo belonging to the Lombarcs, by 
the Conreft between the Parties of King Charles 
and Kiog Philip about.putting up th» Picture of 
their feveral Soveraigns, on the Feftival of that 
Saint which is the 4th of December, the Pope has 
declar’'d himfelf Protector of that Church, and 
caus‘d the Pictures of the Kings of Spain to be ta- 
ken down, and thofe of the Popes, with his own in 
the Middie,to be put up in the faid Church. Che Pope 
is indifpes'd of a Defluxion on his.lungs, which 
his chief Phyfician attributes to his great Application 
to Writing. On Tuefday his Holinefs gave Audi- 
ence tothe Prince d’ Blboeuf, who 1s come hither 
Poft from Naples, defigning to go over from Genoa 
to Barcelona to ferve King, Charles UI. There is 
no further likelihood of the Ambaffor of Venice’s 
returning hither, feeing the Domefticks he left here 
are gone with his Goods to embark at Ancona. The 
Canon Avolence is banifh’d this City, becaufe he 
exceeded his Orders when he was fent to Spolero, to 
treat of an Accommodation with that Ambaffador. 
The bleffed Swadling-Cloaths which the Pope fends 
tothe Duke of Britany and the Prince of Afturias, 
are put on Board a Genoefe Felucca at Ripa- 
gaande: And the Abbor Salviati, Brother of the 
Duke of that Name, who is appointed to prefent 
them, is fet out for Genoa to embark rhere for Mar- 
feilles. The Ambaffador of Mufcovy is gone from 
hence to return to the Czar his Mafter in Poland ; 
he appeard very well fatisfied with the Honours 
which the Pope order’d to be thewn him. The E- 
ftates and Revenues of Cardinal Colonna, are fe- 
qnefter’d by the 2 Crowns of France and Spain, be- 
caufe of bis embracing the Party of Kine Charles : 
Bur the Imperialifts proceed in the like wianver a- 
gainft the French and Spanifh Cardinals of the con- 
trary Party.

Venice, Nov. 4. The Chevalier Nani, who lately 
recurn’d from his Embaffy ac Rome, wenc yefterday 
to the Senate with a numerous Retinue, and made 
his Report of the whole Conteft that had occafion’d 
his revurning from that Court. There are Letters 
from Conftantinople of the 2d of September laft, 
which advife, thar the Chief of the Arabs having 
revolted had been taken and beheaded. That the 
Grand Signior had augmented bis Troops confidera- 
bly ; and that "twas rumour'd his Defign was to 
make War againft the Czer of Mufcovy next Sum- 
mer, unlefs his Czarith Majefty does before that 
time caufe fome Forts, which he lately order’dto be 
built on the Frontier, to be demolith’d. On Advice 
that the Plague continues to rage in and about Cra- 
cow, our Magiftraces of Heaith have interdicted all 
manner of Commerce with Poland, and difpach’d 
Orders on that Subject to the Frontiers of this 
State. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated Nov, 19. 

Paris, Nov. 19. We have Advice from Conftan- 
tinople of the 18th of September laft, that Suitan 
Ibeg, Head of a Hord of Tartats, coming thither to 
ask Lands of the Grand Signior, was fent back to 
the Kan, who advis'’d him to poffefs himfelf of the 
Territories about Afoff of which the Czar had 
made himfelf Mafter. He march’d thither with 
soooco Horfe, and the Mufcovites meeting him 
with 40000 Men, he gave them Battle about the 
End of Auguft, defeated them, kill'd 8000 of them, 
rook 7000 Prifoners, and afierwards block’d up A- 
fof. The Divan at Conftantinople had under De- 
liberation, whether to own or difown Ibeg. 

From the Amfterdam Gazetre, dated Nov. 29. 

Letters from Germany, advife, that an Ambaffador 
from the O:roman Court, came lately to King Stani- 
flaus in Poland, to congratulate him on his Advance- 
ment to the Throne of that Kingdom ; and declar’d 
to him, that the Porce would engage to make War 
againft the Mufcovites with a numerous Army, pro- 
vided the Poles and Swedes would not during 3 
Years make either Peace or Truce with the Czar. 
*Tis not known what Anfwer was return’d to that 
Minifter. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Dec. 2. 

Letters from Conftantinople of the 26th of Sep- 
tember advife,that the Grand Signior had a Son born 
to him, for which great Rejoycings were made : 
That his Highnefs was amaffing great Treafare, by 
Taxes on his Subjects and efpecially on Trade: 
That the Captain Bathaw, or Admiral of the Fleer, 
had laid heavy Impofts on the Inbabiranrs of the 
Iflands of the Archipelago,and taken the Young Men 
by Force, for Soldiers or Seamen : That the Envoy 
of King Staniflaus was fet out on bis Return to Po- 
land, with an Aniwerto the Propoficrions he had 
mac to the Porte: And that the Tartars who had 
begun Hoftilities on the Mnfcovires, continued to 
follictr the Grand Signior to, joyn in the War with 
them : But that he had nor yer declar’d his Refolu- 
tion.
